WINGLESS MAY BEETLES. 
Two different kinds of Wingless 
May beetles often called “Four o’­ 
clock bugs”, are reported from sev­ 
eral sections of Texas, and we fear 
serious damage from these to many 
fields of cotton. 
These are black or 
brownish beetles about three-quart­ 
ers of an inch long, much like the 
ordinary June bugs that fly around 
lights at night, only these species 
do not fly. 
The beetles develop from white 
grubs infesting land that has been 
in grass or has been abandoned to 
weeds a year or two previous, and 
since the beetles cannot fly, damage 
to cultivated crops progresses from 
the sides bordering such 
locations, 
or in the case of newly broken land, 
mav apoear simultaneously ov.*r the 
entire field.
